Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
records including Tomasulo (US 4542345) and Viertl (US 4920319) does not teach or 
suggest in combination that a sample assembly for a thermoelectric analyzer 
comprising an electrically insulated substrate, a sample fixed to an adhesive layer for 
thermostatic analysis in which an electrical property of said sample is measured and a 
pair of junction electrode layers formed on electrically insulated substrate formed with 
certain distance from said adhesive as further define in claim 1 .
